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THOROUCH INQUIRY 
ORDERED INTO 
RAID ON COLUMBUS 


Men Who Repulsed Villa Have 
Been Too Busy Chasing Him 
to Testify. 


NO OFFICIAL REPORT MADE 


Maj.-Gen. Funston Directed to 
Get All of the Facts and For- 
ward Them to Washington. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—A, full in- 
vestigation of the circumstances of the 
raid on Columbus, N. M., by Villa and 
his bandits has been ordered by the 
War Departmert. Major-General Fun- 
ston has been directed to take up the 
task as soon as Col. Slocum, command- 
ing the Thirteenth Cavalry, and such of 
his men as took part in repulsing the 
bandits return from Mexico. 

So far the department has no official 
report of what took place, except for 
brief telegraphic dispatches. The offi- 
cers and men of the Thirteenth Cavalry 
have been too busy with the pursuit of 
Villa for appearance before a court of 
inquiry. The orders to Gen. Funston 
became known when abstracts of Secre- 
tary Baker’s testimony before the 
House Appropriations Committee in con- 
nection with the emergency $8,000,000 ap- 
propriation kecame available. 

Discussing the Columbus raid, the 
Secretary said: “‘Since the happening of 
the Columbus incident, the activity of 
Col. Siocum, who was in charge, and of 
other persons of whom it would be riec- 
essary to make inquiry has been such 
that they have not been available for 
an investigation. Gen, Funston has been 
directed to make a thorough-going in- 
quiry into the whole matter and report 
fully to the Gepartment as s00n as the 
conditions of the service there justi- 


fy 10.” 


Gen. Funston Directed to Investi- 
gate Villa Attack on Columbus. 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex., March 29.—Gen. 

Funston did not comment early today on 

the report from Washington that the 

War Department had instructed him to 

make a full investigation of the Colum- 

bus raid as soon as Col. Herbert J. Slo- 
cum returns from Mexico. The attack 
on Columbus was made by Villa before 
daybreak, March 9, and several civil- 
janes and soldiers were killed by the out- 
laws and buildings in the town set afire. 

Col. Slocum, commanding the Thir- 
teenth Cavalry at Columbus, reported 
the affair to Gen. Funston by telegraph 
and later sent a complete report by 
mail. This report, more than 1000 words 
in length, was received by Gen. Funston. 
March 16, and was forwarded by him 
to the War Department. 

The War Department returned the 
long report of Col. Slocum with instruc- 
tions to have the Colonel amplify it. Col. 
blocum is commanding troops just now 
more than 200 miles from the border, 
and a revision of his report is not ex- 
pected for some time. It has been sent 
to him, however. 


NEW LIGHT REACHES 150 MILES 


In 150 Times as Powerful as Acetylene 
in Use. 
WASHINGTON, March 29.—Invention 
of a dry cell electric signal light capa- 
ble of projecting its rays 150 miles and 
through comparatively thick smoke and 
haze, is announced by the Coast and 

Geodetic Survey. 

The light, said to be 150 times as pow- 
erful as the acetylene lamps now in use, 
was perfected by E. G. Fisher, chief of 
the Survey's Instrument Bureau. [It 
will be used on surveys in the mountaing 
of the West, where the distance between 
stations frequently is more than 100 
miles.

est in official circles today. 

It is expected that Special Represen- 
tative Rogers at Quetaro, acting under 
instructions, will press the first chief 
today for special consideration of the 
request to use the lines, without await- 
ing the perfecting of the protocol now 
under negotiations. 

While it was admitted at the War De- 
partment that the use of the railways 
would simplify the troop supply prob- 
lem, it was said that the $8,000,000 con- 
gressional appropriation now available 
will enable the department to establish 
a complete independent motor’ truck 
supply system, regardless of the rail- 
roads. 

Secretary Baker announced that two 
more motor trucks companies have been 
requested by Major-General Funston and 
will be forwarded soon, There are 27 
trucks in a company.

With the 
additional two companies, Gen. Funston 
will have 216 trucks with which to main- 
tain Gen. Pershing’s constantly length- 
ening lines of communication.

War Department Plans to Get Eight 
More Aeroplanes. _ 
WASHINGTON, Marci: 2.—With funds 


available, the War Department, it 
is said, has now under consideration 
plans for purchasing eight new aero- 
planes for Mexican service and for 
establishing three high-powered radio 
stations along the border to provide con- 
stant communication with the wireless 
sets of the trvops now in the field. 

The appropriation bill provides for 21 
additional aeroplanes among other 
things.

They 
will be used on scout duty and wil! not 
be used for offensive operations, except 
incidentally. 

“We do not know what is going tv 
happen in Mexico and we have no idea 
how mapry columns we may have tv 
divide our forces into, and it may very 
well be that before we get very far 
with these eight machines we havo and 
the elght we propose to secure, some 
of them will be wrecked. 

“The ultimate intention Is to build up 
two squadrons, so organized as to be 
types for service conditions, so that 
when we do actually have service use 
of aeroplanes we will not have to re- 
organize the signal service.’’

Dentist Says ‘“‘Bad Spirit From 
Egypt” Forced Him to Com- 
mit Double Murder. 


LIKE JEKYLL-HYDE CASE 
Gave Disease Cultures’ to 


Mother-in-Law and Arsenic to 
Her Husband, He Says. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 29.—Dr. Arthur 


Warren Waite confessed yesterday in 
the presence of several witnesses that he 
poisoned John E. Peck, hig father-in-law, 
and killed Mrs. Peck by administering 
malignant germ cultures. He amplified 
his confession regarding Mr. Peck by 
saying that toward the end he was un- 


able to further watch Mr. Peck’s agony 
and administered chloroform. 


The first statement is made upon the 
authority of Raymond C. Schindler, a 
detective; the second upon the authority 
of Walter Drew, counsel for Miss Cath- 
arine A. Peck, Mrs. Peck’s sister, and 
confirmed by Frank A. Watite, brother 
of Dr. Waite. 

District Attorney Swann went to Belle- 
vue Hospital late yesterday afternoon 
tc listen to Waite’s full confession. But 
Walter R. Deuel, former Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, who earlier in the day 
had been engaged as Dr. Waite’s counsel 
would not permit Dr. Waite to confess 
to any official. Mr. Swann listened, 
instead, to a long description of tHe 
operations of an ‘evil Egyptian spirit" 
which Dr. Walte told him frequently 
“inhabited his body and caused him to 
do bad things?’ 

After his visit to Waite Mr. Swann 
said that Dr. Waite told him he had 
on Monday a week ago given $9000 to 
Eugene Oliver Kane, the undertaker, 
who had embalmed Peck’s body. 

This money was paid Kane, Mr. Swann 
said Dr. Watte informed him, to in- 
duce Kane to swear he used arsenic in 
his embalming fluids, and Swann said 
Dr. Waite had further told him he had 
asked the undertaker to prepare some 
of this fluid with arsenic in it. 

Drew Check for $9300. 

Waite stated he had drawn a 
check for $9300 and had it cashed by 
his chauffeur. The District Attorney 
and Assistant District Attorney Man- 
cuso went to Kane's house last night 
to question him. Mrs. Kane told them 
her husband was in Greenport, L. I., and 
would not return until today. 

Swann told reporters Dr. Waite had 
said he made this proposition to Kane 
Sunday morning a week ago, when 
Kane came to his home to collect his 
bill for embalming the body of Peck. 
Swann said that after Simiotti, the 
chauffeur, cashed the check detect- 
ives shadowed Dr. Waite to a cigar 
store on Fifty-ninth street. The Dis 
trict Attorney added that Dr. Waite 
met Kane there and passed him a pack- 
age. Whether Kane was paid his bill 
when he called on Dr. Waite Sunday is 
not known. 

‘The District Attorney has been here,”’ 
gaid Mrs. Kane to a reporter; ‘*: es, 
they told me what they wanted. But 
it’s all a pack of: lies, lies, lies. Dr. 
Waite never made any such  proposi- 
tion to my husband. He never paid him 
any money. I don’t care what Dr. 
Waite said. My husband never has used 
arsenic in-embalming and never will, for 
it’s against the law.” 


District Attorney Swann also gaid his 
detectives had samples of Kane's em-

*“balming fluid and that these showed he 


aid not use arsenic. 

In a room in the Park Avenue Hotel, 
in which were, besides a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch, Percy Peck, Dr. Schurtz, 
the Peck family physician, and several 
detectives, Schindler last night described 
Dr. Walite's confession to him. 

“In his Bellevue Hospital room,” said 
Schindier, ‘“‘Dr. Waite was eager to talk. 
He told me he had killed Mr. Peck by 
giving him arsenic. He told me that he 
had killed Mrs. Peck by giving her germ 
cultures. He did not tell me whether the 
germs he gave were typhus, diphtherta, 
tubercular or what they were. 

Egyptian Man Spirit. 

“In describing the murder of Mrs. Peck 
Dr. Waite always referred to ‘the Egyp- 
tian man spirit’ which he said entered 
his body frequently, inhabited it when 
the germs were given and that the spir- 
it through him killed Mrs. Peck.” 

Schindler then gave the following ac- 
count of part of the conversation be- 
tween Dr. Waite, Mr. Swann and As- 
sistant District Attorney Dooling: 

“He had been describing this ‘Egyp- 
tian man’ or ‘spirit,’” said Schindler, 
“which he said occupied his body and 
made him really two men—one good and 
the other bad—when Swann said to him: 
‘Doctor, can't you tell us where this 
man or spirit comes from”? 

“"No, I can't, Judge,’ 
Waite. 

“*But. doctor,’ said Swann, ‘this man 
has been with you so much and youn 
have talked with him so much, can’t 
you give us any idea where he comes 
from?’ 

“It must be from Egypt,’ answered 
Waite. ‘Yes, sir, it’s an Egyptian spirit, 
for he’s always talking about BPgypt 
and Egyptian things.’ 

“*You mean Egypt, Mo., don't you?” 
asked Mr. Dooling. 

“"No, I mean WEgypt, Africa,’ Dr. 
Waite insisted." 

“It was about noon yesterday,” sald 
Drew. ‘‘That I told the District Attor- 
ney that Dr. Waite had confessed to his 
brother that he had poisoned Peck and 
had lte@ about his wanting to commit 
suicide.

Returns to Capital After 3 Days 
Here, Still Silent About 
the Governorship. 


Former Gov. Folk, after spending three 
days in St. Louis testing out the senti- 
ment for himself for Governor, left for 
Washington at noon today. His an- 
nouncement as a candidate for the gov- 
ernorship is expected by his friends to 
be issued in Washington within the 
next three days. 

Folk’s visit to St. Louis created per- 
turbation among the supporters of some 
of the other candidates. Politicians Who 
have committed themselves to some of 
the eight candidates in the fleld have 
been flocking to the Planters trying to 
find out whether Folk was going to 
run, and what effect it would have 
upon their favorites. 

Gardner Meh Anxious, 

The supporters of Fred D. Gardner 
are showing the most concern over the 
Folk movement. They believe that with 
Folk out of the race, Gardner has a 
f00d chance, but they are wondering 
what will happen if he should go in. 

Republican politicians are also show- 
ing much concern about what Folk 1s 
going to do. The program of the Re- 
publican bosses is to nominate John E. 
Swanger of Sedalia for Governor, but i* 
Folk should become a candidate on the 
Democratic ticket, the prediction is that 
the bosses will have to find some strong. 
er candidate than Swanger. 

While he was in St. Louis Folk 
ceived telegrams and letters from Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph, Nevada, Farininge- 
ton, Fulton, Chillicothe, Kennett, Cali- 
fornia and other towns, and Shannon, 
Cooper, Gentry, Harrison, Ralls, 
Francois, Pike and other counties, 
ing him to get into the race. 

Former Postmaster James IL. Carlisle, 
who has been one of Folk’s supporters 
for years, and who was quoted yester- 
dey as saying that while he was pledged 
to Gardner, he thought Folk would win 
the nomination, said today he had evi- 
cently been misunderstood. He said to- 
cay that he did not think Folk would 
be nominated, put that Gardner would 
win. 
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Thought Him 
“For over a year,’ he said, “I have 
urged on the party workers the neces- 
sity of forcing Folk to run again fer 
Governor on the theory that because of 
Folk’s strength with the independent ele- 
ment, which now controls the politics 
of the State, he would be the safes: 
man to nominate. But last month he 
stated he saw no reason why he should 
run. 

“T then turned to Gardner, whose 
Cependent strength appealed to me, 
with some others who had been stron 
l‘olk men, I urged for the success of 
tho party that Gardner make the race 
1 am therefore in honor bound to sup- 
port him and do all I can for him, in 
uo half-hearted way.”

The New York 
court, in deciding in favor of the Walk- 
ers, held that “Canadian Type’ whisky 
was being used to substitute for the 
better-known brand. 


HURRICANE FOLLOWED BY 
BLIZZARD IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Greatest Fury of Severe Storm Ex. 
pended in Midlands—Rapid Weather 
Changes in London. 

LONDON, March 29.—Great Britain 
during the past 48 hours has expert- 
enced the worst hurricane and bliz- 
zard in the recollection of the pres- 
ent generation. Rivers are at flood 
stage and railway trains have been 
held up for hours in the drifted snow; 
houses have been unroofed and trees 
and telegraph poles blown down. 

The greatest fury of the blizzard 
appears to have been expended in 
the Midlands. A remarkable feature 
of the weather in London was the 
rapidity of its changes. Brilliant 
sunshine, bitter cold winds, a bliz- 
zard of hail and snow and then a 
pelting rain followed each other 
quickly. 

Work in the Wales coal fields has 
been largely suspended. Liverpool 
and Birmingham experienced even 
more severe weather+than London. 
Birmingham was out of communica- 
tion with 50 nearby towns. Two 
deaths from the storm have been re- 
ported,

TEANSING GETS BRITAIN’S REPLY 
AS TO SECURITIES SEIZURE 


England Says She iw Sane Only Paper 
of German Ownership Intended 
to Establish Credit. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Great Brit- 
ain’s reply to an inquiry by the United 
States regarding the removal of $12,000,- 
000 in securities from Dutch steamers én 
route from Rotterdam to New York and 
touching at English ports, has been 
transmitted to the State Department by 
Ambassador Page. In substance it said 
that such securities as were of German 
ownership and were being sent to Amer- 
ica to establish a credit here, were held 
on the ground that they were as much 
contraband as would be a shipment of 
an equivalent amount of specie. 

The British Government explained that 
only such of them as were clearly of 
German ownership had been detained. 
The German-owned' stock has been 
placed before the prize court for disposi- 
tion. 

LONDON, March 29.—Lord Robert Ue- 
cil, Ministér of War Trade, denied in the 
House of Commons yesterday that the 
mail censorship was being used to steal 
American trade. A member of the House 
in a question drew the attention of Lord 
Robert to a speech of Senator Hitch- 
cock in the United States Senate, Jan. 
2%, to the effect that the censors at Liv- 
erpool had instructions to copy Amerit- 
can business letters and distribute copies 
to British business men to enable them 
to steal American trade. 

“I am glad of this opportunity,” the 
Minister of War Trade said, “of em- 
phatically denying that any instructions 
issued to the censors contain any direc- 
tions in the sense alleged; nor is any 
such use made or intended to be made 
of the censorship as indicated th the 
question.’”’

A LONDON POLICE COURT 


American Arraigned on Charge of 
Getting %63,000 From Belgium 
on False Pretenses. 
LONDON, March 29.—John Wesley Da- 
kay of New York was arraigned in Bow 
street Police Court yesterday on the 
rench Government’s demand for his 
extradition on a charge of fraud against 

the Belgian Government. 

The prosecutor said the 
tad participated with a Frenchman 
named E. 8S. Charlier in obtaining 
010,000 francs ($63,000) by false pretenses 
from Belgium. He charged that Dekayv 
was formerly the agent in Europe of 
Victoriano Huerta, and purchased 17,000 
rifles and 1,000,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion in Spain, but when the war broke 
cut the whole shipment ‘was satill in 
Spain. 

Dekay then offered the arms to Bel- 
gium.

Sam Clark of -Bismarck Says 
Russians Give Germans Some- 
thing to Worry About. 


NEW YORK, March 2.—Sam Clark of 
Bismarck, N. D., editor of Jim Jam 
Jems, a magazine of political and s0- 
cial exposure, has come back from a 
sojourn among the Germans, Austri- 
ans, Magyars, Bulgars and Turks with 
the conviction that it is going to be a 
long war and that nobody knows who is 
going to win. 

“They talk about the Germans being

short of men," he said, ‘‘but I didn’t 
know there were as many men in the | 
world as I saw passing me on troop 
trains bound for the near East. Train 
after train of Germans, Austro-Hun- 
garians and Bulgarians is being sent 
east along the Orient Railroad to war 
off the Russians coming down throug" 
Armenia. 

“The Germans are in complete contre! 
all through the Balkans, and Constan- 
tinople is entirely in their hands, and 
they don’t seem to be worried much 
about the British expedition in Mesopo- 
iamia. But the Russians are giving 
them something to think about. 

“T went through from Berlin to Con- 
stantineple, carly in February, on one 
of the Balkan expresses, as good a train 
as I have ever seen anywhere, and it 
made the through trip in 56 nours, The 
German regulation required me to have 
a companion; but this, as well as all 
the rest of the details of the trip war 
arranged for me through the courtesy 
of Capt. von Papen, formerly German 
military attache in Washington, who is 
now attached to the genera! staff. 


Train Officials German. 
As my companion, whose expenses 


[I paid, they selected a former Milwau- 
kee newspaper man named Guido Ernst 
Icnderis, a naturalized American, who 
had gone back to Germany when the 
war broke out. Enderis and I were 
about the only civilians on the train; 
everybody else was an officer, most of 
them staff officers going down to the 
exstern front. All the officials of the 
train were Germans; and from Belgrade 
to Nish the train was in direct charge 
of a detail of soldiers who mounted 
guard with fixed bayonets all through 
the corridors and even arranged for the 
taking up of the tickets. 

“Tt wasn’t hard to get into Con- 
stantinople and to see most of what was 
there. To get out of Constantinople, 
rowever, was a good deal harder; you 
had to have an anti-vermin certificate 
and a whole regiment of vises before 
they would let you get on the train. 
That is why I don’t like this present 
svstem adopted by the American Gov- 
ernment of compelling incoming trav’- 
elers to give up their passports if 
quarantine. By the time I had finished 
traveling through the Scandinavian 
countries, Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
the Balkans, and Holland my passport 
represented an investment of about half 
a million pfennigs, more or less, in vise 
fees, and I hated to see the Government 
foreclose its mortgage on a plece of 
troperty where I had spent so much 
money in improvements. 

‘‘T had a chance to look over some of 
the prison camps in Germany. With 
Gov. Hanna of North Dakota I visited 
it camp of war prisoners at Merseburg. 
where there were perhaps 12,000 French 
and 800 English and Russians. The 
prisoners are all wearing wooden shoes 
now, imported from Holland; and a 
French soldier in his blue coat, red 
trousers and wooden shoes is one of 
the sights of the war. 

‘“T also visited a camp of interned 
civilians at Ruhleben, where-about 4009 
prisoners, mostly English, are kept in 
barracks built on the old race track, 
Four English are now domiciled 
{a a single box stall, and don't seem to 
mind it. Another stall is used as a den- 
t! et s office. 

‘‘Inside the camp they have an athletie 
ficld and.a good many of the comforts of 
home, “Jt already they are beginning 
to count up that they have been there 
three years—1914, 1915 and 1916—without 
much chance of getting out for three 
years longer; and they tell me that the 
worst feature of their imprisonment is 
the fact that they have run out of topics 
of conversation.”

Letter That Was Never Mailed. 

Miss Gregory had carried her ietter to 
the postoffice but had not mailed it to 
Quiggins.

The tracks were traced in the 
direction of the Monroe home, across 
woods and fields. A place was found 
where the wearer had removed the 
shoes and had walked for some distance 
in her stocking feet. The tracks were 
followed to within half a mile of the 
Monroe home, where they were lost. 

Bloodhounds were brought the next 
day but the trail was apparently tow 
cold. At any rate the dogs did not fol- 
low it. 

Shoes Too Large for Her. 

When Commonwealth Attorney 
Buckles went to the Monroe home, the 
day after the tragedy, Ella was wear- 
ing shoes that were too large for her. 
She said she had worn them the day 
before. She at first said that she had 
no others, except a new pair, which she 
had never worn. These were produced 
and were found to fit the tracks, but 
their appearance showed that they had 
not been worn. The girl finally said she 
had another old pair but did not know 
where they were. She searched but did 
not find them. Buckles and Sheriff Fife 
found a pair in a bundle, under a box, 
in a closet. They were muddy. With 
them was a pair of stockings, the feet 
of which were muddy. 

Miss Monroe said she had not worn 
them for a long time. Her mother said 
that she (the mother) had worn them 
three days before about the place, and 
that mud and water had entered through 
worn parts and soiled the stocking fea‘. 
The shoes were still damp, but the 
stockings were dry. 

Mrs. Monroe was asked to put the 
shoes on. She was able to get them 
on, but cou@ not button them.

The league also 
charged that the ballot boxes containing 
the ballots of the bond issue election 
were stolen soon after the election was 
held. Judge McElhinney threw the case 
out of court, and the Voters’ League has 
appealed to the Supreme Court. *

inson of Overland Park, E. Wurdack of 
Home Heights and Harold Lane of Mid- 
land Heights as candidates for school 
director, and the opposition faction has 
nominated J. T. Hille of Midland 
Heights and P. D. Walsh of Overland 
Park as two of its candidates.

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| SENATE'S ARMY INCREASE 
: BILL UP FOR DEBATE TODAY 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—The 
Chamberlain army reorganization 


bill, a substitute for the House army 
measure, was before the Senate to- 
day as the unfinished business. Ad- 
ministration leaders will press for 
prompt disposition of the bill. Sena- 
tor Chamberlain, chairman of the 
Military Committee, was ready, whén 
the Senate met, to open debate on 
the bill and to explain its provisions. 

The bill provides for a_ standing 
army of approximately 175,000, an 
increase of about 40,000 over the total 
proposed in the House measure. It 
also provides for a Federal volun- 
teer force with a maximum strength 
of 260,000 and a federalized national 
guard of 280,000 men.

AMERICAN IN SERB 


RETREAT TELLS Ut 
FOUR-DAY HORROR 


He Declares That 50,000 Men, 
Servians and Austrian Pris- 
oners, Died on the Way. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
ROME, italy, March 4.—Henry Haller, 


formerly of the Fifth United States 
Cavalry, who was one of the few Amer!- 


cans in the Servian retreat, declares that 
during the journey to Podgoritza in 
Montenegro in a four days’ snowstorm 
more than 50,000 men died. 

“They died so fast,’”’ he said, “that 
they fell every few yards all along the 
road. The wagons and carts went right 
over their bodies. Nobody thought of 
trying to turn out of the way, but there 
were so many they could not but drive 
over them. The roads were full of mud- 
holes. At one place I saw no less than 
17 horses dying in one immense puddle, 
unable to pull themselves out. 

“T saw hundreds and thousands of 
ragged men, with their feet swollen too 
much to wear shoes or to walk on them, 
crawling along for miles on their hands 
and knees through the blinding snow, 
finally stopping and dying soon after- 
wards. They never made any appeals 
for help. It wouldn't have been any 
use. Besides, they were too far gone 
to know what they were about, that’they 
were dying. Their last effort to keep 
going was rerely a mechanical opera- 
tion. Of course, the great mortality ail 
along our route was due to the barren 
nature of the country we were travers- 
ing, with no shelter for but a compara- 
tively few of us. There were even no 
forests where we might have felled trees 
and built temporary quarters. Our fires 
for the most part were small, wiih bare- 
ly enough ‘wood to heat water.”’ 

Enlisted in Austria. 

Haller, who was on a visit to Budapest 
when the war began, enlisted in the 
Austrian army and was serving as a 
bugler when, six months later, he was 
taken prisoner by the Servians and 
then finally was marched with 756,000 
other Austrian soldiers across the moun- 
tains into Albania and ‘there turned 
loose on the shores of the Adriatic to 
fight for iife against cholera, fever and 
starvation.” 

“We were supposed to have started 
on that retreat,”’ said Haller, “with a 
Servian army of over 200,000 men ani 
about 75,000 Austrian prisoners. Nvot 
many more than 150,000 of the whole 
lot got over the mountains. It was nox 
because the Austrians or the Bulgarians 
pursued ‘us, however, with much ac- 
tivity. We died merely because of dis- 
ease, hunger and exhaustion. 

“The worst part of the journey began 
at the Albanian frontier. The Albanians 
have in times past been badly treated 
by the Servians, and they took this 
chance to square old scores. They shot, 
killed, robbed and murdered us at every 
step of the way. For Instance, at Linn. 
some Servian officers and a company 
of stragglers on horseback were met in 
the middle of the road by a few peasants 
and ordered to give up their horses and 
their money. It was plain highway rob- 
bery and they refused. The peasants 
ran away and within a couple of min- 
utes more than 1000 shots wene fired our 
of the bushy hillside, killing most of 
the Servians. 

Half Pound of Bread 8&2. 

“The food problem was terrific even 
in Albania. A half pound of bread was 
sold at 10 dinars, about $2. As I had a 
little money at Sturza, I bought fiva 
pounds of ako beans. Had I not been 
able to get these beans I would today 
be dead. I had just said to myself, I 
can’t go any further,’ wher. I persuaded 
a peasant woman to sell me the beans. 
I ate beans twice a day, making a sort 
of soup out of them, putting in a little 
salt. At that I was far luckier than tne 
fellows who had to boil] harness leather 
for five or six hours in order to make 
the hot water taste like soup. I saw 
men act like savages, eating pleces cf 
brown paper. 

“There were perhaps not more than 
2000 women among the retreating horde 
with us, and it is a fact worth record- 
ing that they were kindly treated an‘ 
given whatever comforts were available 
by soldiers who were otherwise dead +» 
every feeling. I have seen such men, 
gaunt, staggering alng, half-naked, with 
a few pieces of cloth for shoes, unable 
to speak, with barely steungth left to 
stop near a dying horse and cut & 
stringy steak frém its flenk, straighten 
uz for a moment near one of the wor- 
en’s carts and smilingly tender thet- 
last mouthful of food to some of the 
women. 


Women Well Treated. 
‘The treatment of the women on 


this dreadful retreat was to me the 
most wonderful, the most moving, the 
most heroic part of the whole retrea*. 
These poor women in their flight from 
their homes had in many cases beeh 
unable to bring enough clothes to cover 
them. Often they were without stock- 
ings or underskirts, or hats or shawls 
or cloaks. J have seen time and time 
again some freezing soldier take off hig 
overcoat and force it upon some one 
cof these women, and seem almost 
ashamed to-look upon her shivering 
body as he made the offer. Then he 
vould search along the road for hours 
until he was able to strip some dead 
man of his clothes to replace that which 
he had so freely given. 

“One incident will stick in my memory 
so long as I live. This was the hang- 
ing of a Serb mother by the Austrian 
troops before I was made a prisoner. 
We were marching across a rough 
country near Lochnizter when we 
stopped near a wayside hut at its 
spring to get a drink. Col. Helll of 
our regiment also went to get a drink. 
As he arose from the spring a shot 
came from the hut. That shot was 
tired by a woman. She stood at the 
door, an old shotgun in one hand. a 
baby in the other. 

“One of the captains ordered her 
hung. There was nothing else to do 
Lut execute her. As a rope was placed 
about her neck and she was led to 
the nearest tree all she said was this, in 
a hard,. cold voice: ‘My husband is a 
soldier. I, too, die for Servia.’ The 
baby was picked up and sent to the

FREE TRADE FOR TARIFF 


Officials Representing Old Extremes of Open 
Market and Protection Agree War Has 
Opened Way to New Econcmic Policy. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 29.—Two members 


of the Government, McKenna, Chan- 


cellor of the Exchequer, who directs 
fiscal policy and frames tariff legis- 
lation, ang Bonar Law, Minister of 
Colonies, have given an idea of the 
Government attitude on the agitation 
Which has been sweeping Manches- 
ter, Birmingham and the great indus- 
trial centers, for a complete over- 
turning of British policy giving free 
open markets for foreign gO0ods, and 
the inauguration of a new policy of 
tariff restriction. 

The two ministers represent the 
extremes of sentiment within the 
Government on this fundamental 
question of British policy, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer belonging to 
the Cobden element strongly attached 
to the traditional doctrine of open 
markets, and Bonar Law represent- 
ing the later element which took up 
Joseph Chamberlain's campaign for 
protection of home industries. Each 
has made an address recently, show- 
ing how both sides of the Govern- 
ment approach the same conclusion 
that the war has changed everything 
and has opened the way for a new 
economic policy. The two Ministers 
differ, however, in one respect, Bo- 
nar Law holding that in the change 
to a tariff basis “we must begin on 
a new basis and put aside all pre- 
conceived ideas,” while McKenna 
maintains that proposed tariff 
chafiges will be the result of common 
agreement and enlightenment from 
the war, rather than a surrender of 
old ideas. 

Views of McKenna. 

‘TI belleve,’’ said McKenna, ‘‘that 
upon the great issue which once divided 
the nation (free trade) probably the 
opinions of most of us remain un- 
changed. But it does not follow, be- 
cause upon that great issue we stand 
where we stood before—basing our opin- 
ions, each according to his own lights, 
on theoretical principles—that there is 
not a very large field for common agree- 
ment between us. It does not follow, 


| though trade may be free, that the help 


of the Government should not be given 
to assist our traders. We are prepared, 
and we have already shown in a way 
which I am not yet able to state, to give 
the assistance of the Government to the 
development of foreign trade in order to 
ensure that those rivals who are now 
our bitter enemies shall not have the 
control of foreign trade which they have 
enjoyed in the past. 

“T do not fear that the spirit and re- 
sources of our manufacturers and mer- 
chants and bankers will fail us. In 
the past there has been complaint that 
the Government has not given the as- 
sistance in distant parts of the world 
which was rendered by other Govern- 
ments in similar circumstances. It may 
be that the policy which is right at one 
time is not right at another. And it may 
be that we have to learn that the policy 
of Government assistance becomes nec- 
eusary to procure the development ef 
what you might call the master trades 
and to secure the extension of our com- 
mercial influence through neutral coun- 
tries. I hope that wisdom may come to 
us all and that in a true spirit of give 
and take we may get to a complete 
understanding.’’ 

Opinion of Bonar Law. 

Bonar Law was more specific on put- 
ting aside old ideas and beginning a 
new policy. He said: 

“IT am under suspicion on one point 
of view (protection), and the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer is under suspicion 
on the other point of view (free trade). 
But I am sure all will agree that now 
everything has changed, and that we 
must begin on a new basis and put 
aside all preconceived ideas. 

“I remember reading a book by a 
German economist, in which this pas- 
sage occurred: ‘Where would be the 
German sugar industry, the textile, the 


the German empire, without the rich 
Hnglish market always ready to receive 
our goods? On the back of free trade 
England we have tried to grasp the 
trade of the world.’ 

“That was before the war, and now 
we recognize the truth of it. One thing 
is sure, whatever else happens, the re- 
sources of the British empire will never 
be exploited as they have been in the 


Age 
PWith these two responsible ministers, 
representing the two shades of view in 
the Government, agreeing that a change 
is in prospect, and differing only as to 
whether this change sacrifices old 
ideals, there seems little doube that the 
change itself will take form as a Gov- 
ernment measure, radically departing 
from the old doctrine of free open mer- 
kets. 
Morning Posat’s View. 

The extent of the change, as affectinz 
the United States and other neutrals, is 
not yet indicated, but the Morning Post 
gives its view of what the change 
should be: 

“We favor a scientific tariff con- 
structed in close consultation with the 
interests concerned. First of all tha 
object Is to make this nation and the 
British Empire strong. Then there is 
the object of strengthening the alliance. 
We all recognize that this war is upon 
one side a war of economic liberation. 
Therefore it is proposed to give to the 
allies better terms than to Germany. I1 
this there must be no attempt in any 
way to secure a bargain for this coun-

RAILROADS DENIED 
FAIR RETURNS, SAYS 
GEO. W. SIMMONS 


Country Suffering From Policy 
of Commerce Commission, He 
Declares in New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 2.—George 
W. Simmons, vice president of the Sim- 
mons Hardware Co., of St. Louis, in a 
speech on “Public Opinion’ here this 
afternoon at the ninth annual conven- 
tion of the National Association of 
Real Estate Bxchanges, declared the 
“entire country is suffering today from 
the policy of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, which has denied to the 
railroads the privilege of earning a fair 
compensation for services performed, 
under conditions as they exist today. 

“It is bad enough to punish the hun- 
dreds of thousands of railroad stock- 
holders throughout the country, and 
likewise the creditors, who have loaned 
money to the railroads and taken their 
bonds in return; but it is even worse 
that railroad construction has absolute- 
ly ceased, that in spite of the present 
management of high efficiency and in- 
telligence, one-sixth of the raflroad mile- 
age of the country is in bankruptcy and 
possibly worst of all is the fact that 
the industry of the country is crippled 
and immensely damaged by the utterly 
inadequate railroad facilities now avail- 
able to handle the prosperity which we 
have been waiting for so long,” Sim- 
mons said. 

“As the Government has chosen to 
have its railroads privately owned, it 
is its solemn duty to take under ita pro- 
tection, as well as its contro), all rail- 
roads doing interstate business and ad- 
minister that protection, first—by remov 
ing them from the 48 state masters 
they now serve, and, second, by seeing 
that they receive a fair price for the 
one commodity they have to furnish— 
transportation.’’ 

Simmons said the “United States of 
America”’ is the greatest business enter- 
prise the world has ever known, but 
that the business efficiency of govern- 
mental departments is notoriously so 
bad that no private corporation could 
make a living if as badly mismanaged. 
He attributed this condition to the fact 
that 68 per cent of the members of Con- 
gress are lawyers. 

He criticised the business interests for 
sending such a large percentage of law- 
yers to our Legislatures, and for paying 
so little attention to what is going on 
there until it is too late to influence 
legislation properly and intelligently 
“It {s only natural that lawyers should 
follow their own legal minds,’’ he said, 
“and produce laws like the Sherman 
law, which the lawyers say is just right, 
and which the business interests have 
found practically unintelligible.’’ 
Simmons declared business men must 
give time and effort to legislation, and 
declared the proper channel through 
which to do it was the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, organ- 
ized four years ago.

The taking of a traffic census of St. 
Louis County, preliminary to the ex- 
penditure of the $3,000,000 bond issue for 
building roads and bridges, which was 
begun Monday, will continue the re- 
mainder of the week and will include 
the traffic of next Sunday. 

W. E. Rosengarten, an engineer from 
the United States Department of Roads. 
is in charge and has 21 enumerators at 
work. They are stationed on the Man- 
chester, Clayton, Natural Bridge, St. 
Charles, Olive street, Lemay Ferry, Tele- 
graph, Gravois, Columbia Bottom, North 
and South and Denny roads. 

The enumerators are listing all in- 
tound and outbound traffic under four 
classifications, one and two-horse Jjrawn 
vehicles, motor cycles, motor trucks and 
motor vehicles. see 

Occupants of vehicles are questioned 
as to where they came from to deter- 
mine the area served by the roads, and 
notation of the commodities hauled is 
made to furnish infofmation to the en- 
zineers as to the exact traffic the im- 
proved roads will have to bear. 

In July a second traffic census of one 
week will be taken, a third in October 
and a fourth in January. The engineers 
thus will obtain information of traffic 
for one week at each season of thea 
vear. 

Rosengarten last week took  photo- 
craphs of 50 pieces of road in St. Louls 
County. The same roads will be photo- 
graphed after they are improved.

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NITY CONFERENCE 
UF THE ALLIES IN 
PARIS CONCLUDED 


Steps Taken for Closer Joint Mil- 
itary, Economic and Diplo- 
matic Action. 


PARIS, March 29.—The conference of 
the entente allies, which ended yester- 
day, adopted the following resolutions 
just prior to adjournment: 

“The representatives of the allied Gov- 
ernments in conference at Paris March 
27, and 28, 1916, affirm the complete 
community of views and solidarity of 
the allies. They confirm all the meas- 
ures taken to realize unity of action on 
unity of front. 

“They understand by that, at the same 
time, unity of mil‘tary action. assured 
by the entente concluded between ‘he 
general staffs; unity of economic action, 
the organization of which the present 
conference has regulated, and unity of 
diplomatic action, which is guaranteec 
by their unshaken will to continue the 
struggle to victory for the common 
cause. 

“The allied Governments decided to 
put into practice in the economic domaia 
their solidarity of views and interests. 
They charge the economic conference, 
which is to be held shortly at Paris, to 
oppose for them appropriate measures 
for the realization of this solidarity. 

Permanent Committee in Paris. 

“With a view to strengthen, co-orci- 
nate and unify the diplomatic action to 
be exerted. to prevent the revictualling 
of the enemy, the conference has da- 
cided to establish at Paris a perman:nt 
committee in which all the allies will be 
represented. 

“The conference has decided: 

“First, to continue the orgaiization, 
already begun, at London of un inter- 
national central bureau of freighis; sec- 
ond, to proceed in common and with the 
briefest delay to seek practical means 
to apportion equitably between the al- 
lied nations the charges for maritime 
transportation and check the rise in 
freight rates.’’ 

At the conclusion of the last sitting, 
Premier Briand thanked the delegates 
for the valuable aid which had made 
his task as President an easy one. The 
Assembly, the Premier said, was to be 
congratulated, on the facility with 
which the different questions submitted 
to it had been settled. Should =§ fresh 
problems arise, requiring joint delibera- 
tion, the allied Governments could not 
find a better way of solving them than 
by arranging another meeting. 

Tribute for Soldiers. 

The Premier said he felt it to be his 
duty, in the name of the conference, to 
send a merited tribute of admiration, to 
the allied sgldiers, who were fighting so 
heroically for the triumph of liberty and 
right. The conferees warmly gave ac- 
quiescence to Premier Briand’s words 
and expressed their absolute confidence 
that victory would crown the united 
eff®rts of the allied nations. 

Thirty-seven persons took part, yet 
the proceedings are understood to have 
gone forward without the least confu- 
sion, because the subjects to be consid- 
ered had been worked out in advance 
by each of those whose judgment on 
any military, political or economic dues- 
tion was to be submitted. 

The conference separated into groups, 
according to the questions to be deter- 
mined, this process facilitating, the 
reaching of common understandings. 

The decisions of the conference have 
the force of the decisions of the re- 
spective Governments, because’ each, 
with the exception of Russia, was rep- 
resented by its principal Ministers and 
Generals.

FARCICAL EQUALIZATION. 

The State Board of Equalization is not em- 
powered to go behind the returns of local asses- 
sing officers and increase or decrease the valua- 
tions fixed by them on individual parcels of prop- 
erty. 

When it “equalizes,’’ as the saying is, the total 
assessments of a county, it does not necessarily 
mean that such total represents the true valuation 
of that county lawfully made for tax purposes. It 
only means that that county must pay such pro- 
portion of the State tax as its “equalized” value 
bears to the “equalized” total of all the counties. 

Its function would be better understood if it 
dealt in fractions. What it does is to determin- 
ing that in its judgment this county should pay 
a twentieth of the total State property tax, that 
county a tenth, and another a fortieth, other 
counties other fractions. 

Ordinarily it accepts as the equalized value of 
a county the total of assessments as fixed by in- 
terested local officials. To suppose, however, 
that it is the board’s duty to approve them as 
such is preposterous. Indeed, so to approve them 
in the face of notorious facts in this State is 
evidence of inefficiency and neglect. 

The board was instituted in the very knowl- 
edge that the officials of one county would com- 
pete in reducing their assessments, and hence 
their State taxes, to very lowest possible mini- 
mum. Its sworn duty is to put a heavy hand 
on such competitions. 

So far is it from being obligated to approve all 
figures as returned, that the very fact that a cer- 
tain figure is reported as representing the total 
assessments of a county may generally be accep- 
ted as the very best reason for assuming that it 
does not represent the just and actual total con- 
templated by law. 

What Attorney-General Barker concedes is the 
most powerful showing ever made before the board 
on scandalous evasions of tax burdens by many 
counties has just been completed by St. Louisans, 
who have devoted comprehensive study to the tax 
problem.

MUNICIPAL EFFICIENOY. 

Henry J. Allen of the Wichita Beacon, at the 
Traffic Club’s dinner, made one of the best 
speeches on municipal government that has been 
delivered in St. Louis. 

Mr. Allen contrasted the inefficiency of the po- 
litical city government that afflicts most cities 
with the efficient, business administrations that 
some cities enjoy under a commission form of gov- 
ernment, with competent city managers. He 
took the revolution in Dayton, O., after the flood 
had exposed the weakness of its former govern- 
ment, under the control of party politicians, as an 
illustration of what can be done for a city when 
citizens determine to substitute business effi- 
ciency for political incompetence in city govern- 
ment. He told the Traffic Club that whenever 
citizens paid the same kind of attention to their 
public business that they pay to their private busi- 
ness, the city would be well managed, on less 
money than it takes for incompetent manage- 
ment. 

Our new charter was a compromise with the 
politicians. It does not reduce the city govern- 
ment to the simple form of corporate organiza- 
tion and management which would give the best 
results. It does not divorce politics from city ad- 
ministration and for this reason we are unable to 
get the best results that the better features of the 
charter make possible if the government were con- 
ducted wholly in the interest of the people instead 
of the interest of a party and its political or- 
ganization. 

It is remarkable how slow the people are to 
grasp and act upon progressive ideas in public 
affairs. They think politically in traditions and 
ruts. <All] that Mr. Allen told the Traffic Club has 
been told St. Louisans time and again. The leaven 
of municipal reform has been working for years 
in. the minds of the people, yet in only a few cities 
has it crystallized into radical and efficient action. 

Long before the new charter campaign the Post- 
Dispatch condemned political city government, 
exposed its faults and corruptions and tried to get 
the people to handle their municipality as a cor-

Superannuated Government Employes. 
Toe the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

For several years all Government employes 
have been working to have a retirement measure 
enacted ty Congress. A bill, known as the “Pen- 
rose-Griffin Bill,” which provides for retirement 
on half pay of all civil service employes who have 
reached a certain age and have served a certain 
length of time, was introduced in the p-esent ses- 
sion of Congress, and all organizations of civil 
service employes are making a united effort to 
have it passed. The public can aid materially by 
writing to our Congressmen and urging them to 
véte for it. 

Aside from the humanitarian standpoint of the 
question, as a business proposition, retirement of 
aged employes would be a paying one. It is 
especially true in the postal service, where speed 
as well as accurancy is a very essential require- 
ment. The cost will be small. When this time 
arrives, if an employe is retired at half pay, his 
place will be filled by a young man at just a lit- 
tle more than the remaining half of the retired 
one’s @galary. It will take from four to six years 
before the new man is receiving the same salary 
that the other had been receiving before his re- 
tirement. During all of this time, however, the 
service rendered by the young man will be better 
and the efficiency of the service increased. It is 
because the public will be benefited by this in- 
creased efficiency that we are asking for its sup- 
port in our efforts to have our Government fol- 
low the lead of other countries in taking care of 
its aged employes after they have given the best 
of their lives to its service. 

In almost any other line of work, if a ran is 
dropped by his employer, there is at least the 
possibility of getting work with someone else, 
but In the Government service there ‘s only one 
employer and all the knowledge and ability which 
@ man may have acquired in the years of service 
will not help him to get employment elsewhere.

Or will these so-called ‘‘equalizers’’ only pursue 
the policies of the past that have perpetuated in- 
equalities? 
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THE LABOR PEACE CONGRESS. 
Labor’s World Peace Congress, planned to meet 
at the same time and in the same place as the rep- 
resentatives of the belligerent nations, when peace 
terms are being settled, is the outcome of a new 
and possibly fruitful idea, brought about by the 
great war. A new voice is to be heard—the voice 
of that vast element of the peoples which, here- 
tofore dumb at such times, has suffered most from 
wars and their consequences. 

That voice will say, in effect, that those who do 
the world’s work shall no longer be ignored in 
the parceling out of countries, the making or un- 
making of dynasties, the changing of national 
boundaries, the increase or decrease of costly arm- 
aments, and the imposition of huge burdens, in 
taxes and indemnities. Hardly out of hearing of 
the suave and subtle-minded plenipotentiartes, ac- 
customed to disregard the effect of their decisions 
upon the masses, will be a body of hard-headed 
and somewhat implacable men, making demands 
never before heard in a peace conference since 
tribes and nations began fighting. 

It will be a unique, a picturesque, and, we may 
hope, an epoch-making event, for the benefit of 
the world’s workers, on whose progress the wel- 
fare of society is based. 
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The wonderful part of the Colonel’s candidacy 
is that the Master of the Universe can bring him- 
self to accepting so paltry an office as the presi- 
dency. 
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FEDERAL CONTROL OF DAIRIES. 

Congressman Linthicum of Maryland has in- 
troduced a joint resolution for a House commit- 
tee of five members “to investigate and report 
whether conditions prevailing in dairies and dairy 
products seriously menace the health and prop- 
erty of the people of the United States,” and 
“whether Federal inspection and supervision 
* * * is necessary,” and as to the best meth- 
ods to enforce such inspection. 

Missouri and the other great dairying states 
have commissions whose duty it is to inspect 
dairies and thelr products and enforce the law 
with regard to sanitation, the purity of milk, etc. 
The Linthicum bill provides for Federal inspec- 
tion “either alone or in co-operation with State 
and municipal inspection.” But why cannot the 
State and city authorities perform this public 
duty without Federal help? Under the Missouri 
law, the cities have the power to inspect dairies 
outside their limits. 

Federal inspection would mean an army of Gov- 
ernment job holders and a heavy cost in taxa- 
tion. It ought not to be needed. But if it is to 


ball. 

In the new charter, however, we do have some 
of the best features of modern progressive city 
government. Wecan gain the full benefit of them 
whenever the citizens make up their minds that 
they intend to enjoy this benefit and express 
their will at the polls.

Admiral Fiske charges that naval expenditure 
is only 75 per cent efficient. Of a dollar appro- 
priated, value received is given for only 75 
cents. His personal view is that Germany’s 
navy is twice as potential as ours, though it cost 
no more. 

Who is to blame if, measured in terms of naval 
strength, what we get for our money is too 
small? Certainly not the taxpayer. It is to his 
interest to cut out the waste. He at all times 
and ali places is in favor of getting 100 cents 
in value received for every dollar spent. A part 
of his suspicion of large naval programs is due 
to his knowledge of the reckless way his money 
has been thrown to the Armor Plate Trust, the 
Powder Trust, the favored ring of contractors. 
He believes that for the money we are now 
spending, we ought to have a better navy than 
the one we now have. 

One of the most important preliminaries to 
the preparedness program is to make the dol- 
lar go farther. Extravagance, favoritism, pork 
barrel items, graft are the first things to pro- 
vide against in plans for our greater army and 
navy.

In advance of their approach to towns and 
important crossroads, the astonished but de- 
lighted natives gather in large numbers to ex- 
change their farm produce for good, hard, Amer- 
ican iron dollars. The resting places of the 
various columns as they advance resemble a 
succession of largely attended, brisk county fairs. 
Plainly our soldiers know nothing about mak- 
ing war. They should seize all grain on the line 
of march, strip farms, commandeer horses and 
steers, drive off all the milch cows and let the 
babies starve.

This was to 
exploit the ‘louisiana Purchase” coun- 
here, where gold was lying aroun 
leose. He exchanged his banknotes for 
Government bonds.

This season’s entry in both men’s and 
women's divisions should be greater than 
that of last vear. as it is probable that a 
larger number of St. Louis golfers will go 
to Kay See than there were Kansas Citians 
who came here. Then St. Joe and Spring- 
field are much nearer to the site of this 
years’ matches than they are to St. Louis, 
which should bring f larger number of 
representatives from pees cities than at- 
tended the local match

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Referee Sharpe After Giving Men 
Several Warnings and Many 
Chances to Make Good, 
Stopped Their Boxing Bout in 
Final Round, Last Night.

For the first time since ] have beet 
refereeing for the Future City Athletic 
Club I was obliged to stop a bout last 
night and declare it no contest. This un- 


fortunate termination of affairs came in 
what had been scheduled as the ‘“‘main 
event,”’ between Matty Smith of Racine 
Wis.. and Johnny King of Chicago, Ill, 
and was the result of both boxers vio- 
lating the rules to such an extent that 
neither was entitled to consideration. 
One was just as much to blame as the 
other, though each accused the other of 
Leing responsible. 

The bout started off in an unsatisfac- 
tory manner, and though there appeared 
to be some hard hitting done, the boxing 
Was very slow, and there was much 
clinching and holding. ‘This continued 
for three rounds, with Smith slightly in 
the lead, but the spectators began to 
complain and called for more action. 

In the fourth round both began to do 
considerable hitting while holding and, 
despite iny advice that they do less 
holding and more boxing, the wout 
gradual'y merged into one of the rough- 
and-tumble order. 

I stopped the beginning of the fifth 
round long enough to tell them that they 
must do more boxing, and keep within 
the rules, or I would disqualify the one 
that failed to observe my warning. . lor 
a little time they did better, but soon 
got back to the objectionable style that 
was causing trouble and dissatisfaction. 
l had a hard time trying to keep them 
from fouling each other and was doinz 
my best to keep the bout going within 
a reasonable limitation of what is per- 
mitted by the rules and the local au- 
thorities. 

Near the close of the seventh round 
I warned them that I would no longer 
tolerate their abuse of the rules and 
was going to stop the bout and declare 
it no contest the next ae they clinched 
and continued to strik 


The Final Wieslas Given. 


When they came out for the eighth 
round I purposely stepped away from 
them to the other side of the ring and 
observed their actions. They squared 
off, swung at each other, rushed to a 
clinch and then, each one holding the 
other with one arm, they began ‘o 
smash away with the free one. I ad- 
vanced to where they were and to'd 
them the bout was over and that I de- 
clared it no contest. They stopped for 
a moment, but as [I turned awav fram 
them they started at it again. Th 
timekeeper sounded the bell and they 
stopped. They both attempted speeches, 
blaming the other boxer <rd myself. 

It is probable that some of the 
spectators disagreed with me in the 
action T had taken, but it should be 
remembered that the preservation of 
boxing as a sport in St. Louts and 
elsewhere depends upon the obser- 
vation of rules and regulations gov- 
erning its conduct. 

After I had stepped from the ring 
n police official told me that he had 
been at the point of sending his jen 
forward to stop the hout when I took 
the matter into my own hands. 

It is probable that neither Smith 
nor King will be seen in a local ring 
again, as their exhibition of last 
night entitles them to no further 
consideration by the patrons of box- 
ing in this city. Both men have given 
satisfaction in the past and thor- 
oughliv understand the rules, and 
why they should have transgressed 
in the manner they did last night is 
hard to understand.
